political free-for-all. This 
time he appeared to be on 
the offense, not defense. 
“The 
well-orchestrated 
chorus of doom criers, their 
voices amplified in this 
political 
season,

{»*edicted every disaster but 


a plague of locusts if such a 
plan were adopted,” Reagan 
said Thursday in Keene, 
N.H.

Prime Rate Falls 
To 6% Percent 


NEW YORK 
(UPI) 
- 
Trendsetting First National 
City Bank of New York, 
responding to the Federal 
Reserve Board’s easier 
monetary policies, today 
lowered its prime lending 
rate to 6 ‘4 per cent from 7 
per cent. 
That put the key rate 
banks charge their most 
creditworthy 
corporate 
customers at the lowest level 
since June 6, 1975, when 
Citibank went to 6^4 per cent 


but most other banks stayed 
a quarter of a point higher. 


The latest reduction, ef­ 
fective Monday, was in 
response to Fed efforts to 
pump more money into the 
commercial banking system 
to stimulate the economy 
and lower short-term in­ 
terest rates. 
Another factor leading to 
lower prime was the slow 
demand for commercial and 
industrial credit.

Canalizing Still Alive 


Another Trinity Election Seen

DALLAS (UPI) — Texas voters who thought they 
killed the plan to make a barge canal of the Trinity 
River two years ago can look again. Canalization is 
alive and well and they most likely will get a chance to 
vote on it again. 
A $150 million bond election and tax increase were 
defeated by a 54 per cent vote in 1963. But even now the 
Trinity River Authority is preparing a new master plan 
for the river from Denton to Galveston Bay. 
The plan probably will be complete by the end of the 
vear. 
“It is a master plan for development of all of the 
river basin and I think it necessarily has to include all 
of the aspects of the development.” says Guy C. 
Jackson III, an Anahuac attorney and chairman of the 
planning committee. 
Canalization almost certainly will be a part of it. 
Jackson favors an inland waterway system and 
admits a “problem of objectivity” in his post which he 
labors diligently to overcome. 
His committee is hosting two dozen hearings along 
the river—this weekend in the Dallas-Fort Worth area 
— in hopes of determining what people want. 
So far, Jackson says, it’s hard to say. 
“Everything is open,” he says. 
In the 1958 master plan everything included 27 mhjor 
lakes, 1,331 small dams, a saltwater barrier, locks and 
streambed widening, among other things that if con­ 
structed today it ail would cu»i mi e<>Uumted, $1.S 
billion. 
Jackson says the plan is bdnr redrawn because of 
new federal regulations, a 29 per cent p o p u la r in­ 
crease, flooding, obsolescence and “the r^izatk m that 
water is the most precious resource in Texas, including 
oil and gas.” 
But in its hearings the committee also hopes to learn 


why voters rejected the canal in the first place. 
"I d be dishonest if I said no,” Jackson said. “ I think 
we are intentionally or unintentionally getting some of 
that input.” 
Jackson won t tell or does not yet know the answers. 
He will say there has been a lot of change among voters 
along the river. Many people on both sides of the issue 
have switched 
“We got some input like at Madisonville when they 
told us they didn't want development of any kind or 
character and go away.” he says. “ But we are also 
finding out where people want improvement and what 
kind of improvement." 
(Canalization does not necessarily demand a huge 
ix>nd issue, but the money has to be raised somewhere. 
Jackson says thei-e are alternative means of financing 
smaller projects which often complement a barge 
canal. 
“ In doing this,” he said, “we create equal to and 
better facilities for what is needed for navigation, with 
the exception of locks.” 
Even if the plan is finished this year, it is unlikely 
that voters would see a proposal for several years. 
Despite the impressive passage of a large bond 
program recently in Dallas, voters in other com­ 
munities. including Fort Worth and Austin, have been 
quite slow to part with their money. 
Economically, this is just not the time. 
But Jackson s a p as long as there is a TRA and a 
Trinity River, the kJea of c*?«!**etien will *fay around. 
“My personal belief is that this authority, while it 
may not have been specifically created for this, is to 
see that the best poasibte use for all citizens of this river 
basin is made of this resource we call the Trinity River, 
for a reasonable length of time into the future. 
“Canalization ot the Trinity is going to be an issue for 
years (n come simply because the river is there.” 


Progress
